Blnghamton. N. Y.. Nov. 10— Mrs. 
Bhiocb Hink shot and killed her hus- 
l>aiid at their home, about three miles 
•bore Port Dieklnaon. Hlnk was 63 
yean old. His wife was 40. They 
Bave been married 23 years. 

For some time Hlnk has hcon Jeal- 
ous of a nephew, Frank Hlnk, who 
^as boandad •! thm HlUt kooM. Mr. 
and Mrs. Hlnk and Frank Hlnk came 
to Blnghamton and Mrs. Hlnk and 
Frank drove home alone. Hlnk, who 
bad arrived home some time previous- 
ly in an intoxicated condition, quar- 
reled with hit wife and mad* an as- 
sault upon her. She ran out of doors 
In her nightdress, barefooted and pur- 
sued by her husband, and ran down 
the road. He was armed with a clasp- 
knife. Finally in the darkness Mrs. 
Hlnk eluded him, and going back to 
the house barricaded her bedroom. 
Hlnk went back and when he tried 
to open the door to renew the assault 
the woman took a shotgun and point- 
«d it at her hasband. It was dis- 
charged, the charge entering Hink's 
breast Just alMve the heart He died 
In a f«w minutes. 

Celebrate King's Slrthdsy. 

Sandringharo, England, Nov. 10. — 
Crowds of visitors came here on the 
cliance of seeing Emperor William. 
The approaches to the church were 
Uned with spectators. Queen Alexan- 
dra, the Prince of Wales and Mrs. 
Chamberlain arrived at the church to- 
gether. Half an hour later King Ed- 
ward, Ehnperor William, Prime Minis- 
ter BaMonr, Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain and other disttngulsned per- 
sons arrived and stood chatting out- 
side. The service had begun and the 
anthem bad been reached before the 
royal party entered the church, the 
Mag taking the emperor's arm. The 
bishop of RIpon preached on the pos- 
sibility of the disappearance ot race 
distinctions and the attaining of the 
grand brotherhood of man. He refer- 
red to Klgn B)dward's recovery from 
bis illness; to the visit of his kins- 
man monarch, and to the ties which 
have long united Germany and Great 
Britain. The services were ciosed by 
singing the national anthem. After- 
wards the two monarebs walked to- 
gether through the gardens. During 
the day King Edward received a host 
of birthday congratulations and gifts. 
Bnperor William gave him a valuable 
vase. At the palace the royal party 
beard Jan Kubelik, the Austrian 
violinist

Is the man from whom he received 
these articles. Perry was taken to the 
Jail in East Cambridge, where Mason, 
under arrest on the charge of killing 
Miss Morton, is confined pending a 
hearing In the Cambridge court. In 
one of the Jail corrldore F(Try posi- 
tively identifled Mason as the man 
who bad given him the two watches. 
Mafon,'by neither look nor word, be- 
trayed any knowledge of having seen 
Perry before. When questioned by 
Sheriff Fairbank Mason merely said: 
"I (1(1 not know tbls man; I never saw 
him before." 



Dissenters Seize a Church. 
Manilla, Nov. 10.— The dissenting 
native Catholics who last week took 
possession of the church at Pandaean, 
Manilla, have now surrendered the 
edifice to the Roman Catholic church 
authorities. Other native dissenters 
seised a charcb near Cavlte and held 
servlees there. It is thought that the 
question of property rights involved 
in these seizures will be taken into 
court.

TROOPS OUARD T HE JAIL 

Negro Prisoner Protected From Being 
I«ynelieil— Mob Is Dispersed. 
Anniston, Ala.. Nov. 10.— The mob 
which assembled at this place to lynch 
the negro, Jason Haker, suspected of 
having assaulted and robbed Mrs. Wil- 
liams, has dispersed. Four companies 
of troops are still guarding the Jail. 
Mrs. Williams, who Is in a critical 
condition, was tinable to Identify Ba- 
ker, and it is believed be Is not the 
right man, but he is being held uuiii 
Mrs. Williams is able to see him a 
seoond time. Troope will remain oa 
g\iard tor the present. 

Sultan's Disavowal. 

Manilla. Nov. 10.— The sultan of Ba- 
colod has sent a letter to Captain 
Pershing, commanding the American 
troops at Camp Vicars, Island ot Min- 
danao, disavowing any desire to make 
war on the Americans. He denies 
molesting Americans, and says he is 
not in possession ot stolen American 
property. Brigadier General Sumner, 
commander of the department of Min- 
danao, has been preparing to send a 
column, to Baookkl, put the expedition 
will 'tnvbatily be abandoned, although 
the military will watch the sultan and 
determine if his friendly assurances 
are genuine. It is expected tl:at the 
completion of the Iligan road and the 
occupation ot the north shore of the 
lake will finally show the attitude ot 
the Moros. They continue to show 
as great friendliness as possible. 

Slept Life Away. 

New York Nov. lO.'^Nellle Corcoran, 
who for 20 days lay In a mysterious 
state of coma in St. Vincent's hos- 
pital, is dead. Her case was an ex- 
tremely puzzling one to medical prac- 
titioners throughont the city. The 
girl fell into her state of unconscious 
ness Oct. 10 at the house where she 
was employed as a servant. At the 
hospital where she was taken heroic 
efforts to determine the cause ot her 
condition met with little success. 
Hundreds of physicians examined her 
and every known method was tried 
to awaken her. but with no avail. Two 
or three times she was aroused and 
spoke a tew words, saying she was 
sleeping, and again became uncon- 
scious. 



Phllanthropie Preposition. 

New York,' Nov. 10. — Architects are 

at work on plans for a great phl.au- 
throplc institute on the lowtr Ka»x 
Side, modelled after the Hull Hout-e, 
in Bnglaad. The institution will be 
erebted by the bride ot Bishop Potter, 
who was Mrs. Alfred Corning Clark. 
Mrs. Potter will expend $250,000 on 
the building, the site of wliich wiW 
cost $200,000 more. There will be a 
kindergarten, a splendid library, mu 
sl<f and reading room, a lecture hall 
and other departments suited for the 
moral and physical needs of all class 
es of the teeming East Side popuia 
tion. 



New River Discovered. 
New York, Nov. 10.— W. J. Wilson, 
an explorer of the Canadian geological 
survey, has returned with his party 
through the unexplored country to the 
south west of James bay, says a dis- 
patch from (Jftawa. .Mr. Wilson re 
ports the discovery of a large river 
hitherto unsurveyed and running be- 
t.veen the Albany river on the south 
and the Ottawa picket river on the 
north. It has a course of over 30U 
miles and near James bay divides Into 
two branches, emptying into Hudson 
bay. Several new lakes also were 
discovered. 

Shoots His Father. 

Marne, Iowa, Nov. 10. — In a family 
row here L. J. CMles was »tot and 
perhaps fatally wounded by bis son. 
Giles and his wife were riivorred a 
number of years ago but were rect nt- 
ly remarried, and their trouble broke 
out anew.

Machinists on Strilce. 
Steubenvllle, O.. Nov. Iv,— The ma- 
chinists at the National Steel com- 
pany's mill at Mingo Junction are out 
on a strike. They have Just organized 
and presented their scale, but it was 
not signed and one member ot the 
committee was discharged, so ail 
walked out 



Police After Doukhobers. 
St. Paul, Nov. 10.— A Winnipeg spe- 
cial says: "The mounted police start- 
ed for MInnedosa In a blizzard. The 
government has decided that the 
Doukhobers' pilgrimage must cease, 
and the police have been sent to carry 
out the deetakm." 

Off Per Navy Maneuvers. 

New York. Nov. 10. — The United 
States battleships Alabama, Captain 

C. H. Davis, ilnd Masaschusetts, Cap- 
tain H. N. Manney. sailed from this 
port tor Culebra Islaud, lu the Carib- 
bean sea, where they will participate 
In the winter maneuvers.

BPANI8H GEfiEBAL LOSES HIS MIND 



Carllst Plot Dlscovprod and l..ea<lprB 
Are Arretted— itsiy'* Trade With 
I'lilted States— Korelgn News 
Fresh From the Cable. 



Paris, Nov. 10. — The government is 

taking precautions to handle another 
outbreak on the part of the i^triklng 
miners in case the decision reach(>d 
to continue the strike is followed by 
violenee. Troops were active in the 
mining regions throughout the day. 
but no serious disorders have as yet 
been reported. The authorities be- 
lieve that the crisis in the strike is 
near and that the next 24 bours will 
settle the question whether the men 
hold to their decisfon to continue tbe 
movement or atratsto -hiak ;io tfee 
mines. 

Following the decision of tbe min- 
ers' congress to continue the strike 
there were disorderly occurrences in 

Lens. The cavalry charged r<'peatedly 
a crowd of 15,'i00 riotous miners and 
succeeded In preventing them from 
advancing. Considerable minor dam* 
age was done. At Courrieres houses 
of nonstrlkers were sacked anu a 
number of coal wagons were burned. 
A clash between strikers and gen- 
darmes and cavalry is reported from 
Clermont Ferrand. It was not attend- 
ed with serious results. From some 
mining centers it n reported that the 
miners are likely to return to work in 
spite of tbe decision of the congress 
to the contrary. 

Italy's Increased Exports. 
Rome, Nov. 10. — Commenting on the 
alarm felt In some quarters at the 

threatened inundation of Italy by 
American goods. The Tribune points 
out that the trade returns for Septem- 
ber show that Italy's exports to tbe 
United States have exceeded the im- 
ports therefrom by 1600.000, and con- 
cludes that Italy has less to fear from 
the competition of the United States 
than other countries in Europe. The 
Tribuna considers that even Italian 
wine can find promising markets in 
America, notwithstanding tbe Califor- 
nia vineyards. 

General Becomes Inssne. 

Madrid, Nov. 10. — Qeneral Toral.wbo 

commanded the Spanish army at San- 
tiago de Cuba at the time of the 
town's surrender, lost his reason in 
this way. A few days ago while at 
Alhambra he received instmctions 
from tbe Spanish government to draw 
up a full account of the surrender of 
Santiago. From that time l.i sl.ow. d 
great signs of agitation, and was fre- 
quently heard repeating the words, 
"Surrender!" "Surrender!" The news 
has created a sensation In Madrid. 



Carllst Plot Discovered. 

Barcelona, Nov. 10. — The discovery 
of another Carlist plot bero has been 
followed by tlie arrest of the leaders 
of the movement. Apparently its im- 
mediate object was to secure funds 
for future operations, the plan being 
to raise the standard of revolt and 
reap profit In bourse transactions by 
operating for a fall in prices. 

Naval Battle Expected. 

Panama. C-'linnhia, Nov. li>. — The 
Colombian government gunboats Bo- 
gota and Chuculto left here for a trip 
along the coast In search of the revo- 
lutionary fleet. It is reported that 
Captain Marmaduke of the Bogota has 
received instructions to engage the 
revolutionists in a decisive battle if 
he finds it iKJssible to do so. 



Contest Would Be Futile. 
Canton, O., Nov. 10. — Congressman 

R. W. Tayler of Lisbon expressed the 
belief here that it would be futile to 
make a contest against the seating of 
Judge Dewitt C. Badger as represen- 
taUve ot the Twelfth (Nilo district. 
Badger defeated Cyrus Hullng at tbe 
election, but since it bai^ been assert- 
ed that his votes are void under the 
Ohio constitution because be was 
holding a commission as Judge when 
elected. Congreesman Tayler, who is 
chairman of elections committee No. 
1. said there was direct i/reeedeat for 
seating Judge Badger regardless of 
the constitutional provisions, other 
Judgee elected while still holding oom- 
mlsisons having been seated. 

Sought Peace Tn Death. 

LawrencevUe, Ga., Nov. 10. — The 
body of Olin Haygood. son of S. A. 
Haygood, a Justice of the peace and a 
prominent idttsen of this place, was 
found by bis brother, banging to tbe 
limb of a tree in front of the court 
house. He left a letter to bis family 
in which he asserted his innocence of 
a certain crime with which he bad 
been charged, and declared suicide 
was his only refuge from tbe humilia- 
tion to which he bad been subjected. 



FAVORS THE CANTEEN. 

Qeoerai Wood Says the MlllUry Are 
of One Oplulon. 

New York, Nov. 10. — General Leon- 
ard Wood, who went over with Gen- 
erals Corbln and ^ oiing to rejjresenl 
this country at tbe German war ma- 
neuvers, has arrived on the American 
line steamship St. Louis. General 
Wood was accompanied by h.s fam- 
ily. "I remained after Generals Cor- 
bln and Young," said General Wood, 
"In order to visit Scotland with my 
family. The generals and myself were 
treated very kindly both In Oermany 
and England. We wcr(> granted every 
facility for seeing the worlungs of the 
military systems and have seen many 
things which were not only interest- 
ing and Instructive, but will be useful 
If adopted in this country. " (Seneral 
Wood was asked whether he is in fa- 
vor of establishing the canteen In the 
army. He replied: "My canteen re- 
ports are on file. General Punston has 
come out strong for the canteen, did 
he not? I think we are all of One 
opinion on that subject." General 
Wood went direct to Washington. 

Prtaoa Henry ot Pless, irho comes 
to repreeent the Oerman emperor at 
the dedication of the New York 
chamber of commerce on Tuesday, 
was also a passenger on the St. LauIs. 

Pumping Station Wrecked. 

New \orW. .\ov. 10. — Two men were 
killed and one of the pumping sta- 
tions of the city's water supply sys- 
tem in Queensborough wsa totally de- 
stroyed by the explosion of one of 
I two bl'.^ hollers. Those klleld were: 
William Uihoy, the engineer ot the 
plant; James Nelson, fireman, .ne 
building was ripped to pieces. Bricks 
from It fiew a distance of 1,000 feet or 
more while tnc t I r which exploded 
was hurled limi i t Inini its bed. The 
other bfiil' r was not in use at the 
time but was lifted from its founda- 
tions and thrown 100 feet in the other 
direction. The body of the engineer 
was burled about 150 feet from a 
spot where he Is stipposed to have 
been standing. Scaling of the boiler 
ia supposed to have caused the ex- 
plosion. 

Morgan May Testify. 
St. Paul. Nov. 10.— Some of the 
most important bits of testimony that 
have yet been taken in the case of 

the Unfted States government against 
the .N'orthern Securities company will 
probably be taken this week in New 
York city before Special Examiner 
Frederick O. Ingersoll of St Paul, who 
has gone to New York. The traffic of- 
ficeis of several of the big eastern 
roads will be called on by the defend- 
ants. The hearing is a continuation 
of tbe session held in St. Paul three 
weeks ago. The hearing has been 
postponed until Wednesday. It will 
coiisutne about a week. Besides the 
eastern railroad men several officers 
and stockholders of the .Northern Se- 
curities company will be placed on 
tbe stand. Among them may be J. F. 
Morgan. 

Wounded and Robbed. 

Pomeroy, O., Nov. 10.— Harry Alle- 
mang, who pitched in the Southern 
league this season and who has .slj^ncd 
with Cincinnati lor the coming ytiir. 
was shot and mortally wounded at 
Mason, W. Va.. his home. Allemang 
had been out with friends and was re- 
turning home when be found burglars 
at work in the postofflce. A sentry on 
the outside ordered Allemang to halt. 
No attention was paid to the com- 
mand and the sentry fired on Alle- 
mang, the bullet entering his back 
and 'fi(!),'ing hi the bit liirit;. When 
Allemang had fallen to tbe ground the 
robbers took |980 from blm. 

Grosvenor's Position. 

Athens, O., Nov. 10.— The ix)8itlon 
of General Charles H. Grosvenor in 
the speakership contest which will 
occur In the organization of the lower 
house of the Pifty-clghth con(-'ress in- 
spired the general to issue the tollow- 
statement: "To set at rest the 
various unauthorized rumors iioattng 
through the press. I desire to state 
thrfjtish the medium of The Enquirer 
that 1 am not a candidate for speaker 
of the lions* of representatives of the 
Fifty-elghtJi congress, nor do I believe 
that any contingency will arise that 
will make me such." 

Two Safes Robbed. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 10. — The ofllee or 
Walker ft Btratman, soap manufactur- 
ers, on Kerr's Island, has been looted 
by burnlaiH. Two of the four safes In 
the ofilce were dynamited, about ItiOU 
Stolen, and fully |t>,000 damage done 
to the building. The office building is 
some distance from the manufactory 
proper, which enabled the burglars to 
do their work unmolested by the 
watchman and tbe dozen or more men 
Who were on the night turn. No dew 
to tbe robbers has been fband. 

Buffalo, Nov. 10.— Christopher Wil- 
lis shot Mary Ferguson, his fiancee, 
and then fired a bullet into his own 
head, killing himself almost in.^tantly. 
Miss Ferguson is fatally wounded. 
The cause bas not been ascertained. 
Both were from Bath. N. Y.

DEFSESATIONS ABE CONTINUED. 



MiUtary and Civil Authorities Will 
COi^ipemlie In Pacifying the Ols> 
trlets Where Amed ttaads 
Are la Hiding. 



Manilla, Nov. 10. — The government 
is adopting vigorous measures to sup- 
press ladronism in the provinces of 
Cavlte, Risal and Bulacan. A sone 
embracing these three provinces and 
surrounding Manilla is the scene of 
c(mstant petty and sometimes serious 
disorder. Several armed bands, some 
of them numbering 200 or 300 men, 
are operating in the described district 
and have committed various depreda- 
tions. They find a safe n-fuge in the 
mountains. Tbe plan of the govern- 
ment contemplates securing tbe aS- 
slstanoe of the military, whicb haa 
been inactive since the end ot tne In- 
surrection. The extent of the army's 
participation In the work of suppres- 
sion depends ui>on developments, it 
is probable that the military authori- 
ties will rctiuest the garrisons to pro- 
tect the more Important towns. While 
the constabulary conduct the field op- 
erations. It is thought that martial 
law, in a modified form, will be de- 
clared, and the privilege ot the writ 
of habeas corpus suspended in Cavlte 
province, which has been the nome of 
the ladroiics for ages. 

Military control of Cavlte province 
is not oontemplated. It is intended 

or the military and civil authorities 
shall work In conjunction. Tbe belief 
Is held that advantage has been taken 
in some parts of the Island of the com- 
plete inactivity of the soldiers, and it 
Is thought that the use of the army 
by the civil authorities will have a 
lienefM'ial efff ct. The vigorous cam- 
paign against tlie ladrones wl.ich lias 
been conducted by volunteeis in Bula- 
can province has resulted in driving 
msny refugee bandits into Kizal, 
where the campaign is now opening. 
Qeneral Davis Is co-operating with 
(Jovernor Taft. He has strengthened 
the garrisons in Rlzal and is support- 
ing and assisting the native constab- 
ulary which is now afield. The opera- 
tions in Cavlte province will com- 
mence shortly. 

Admiral Bradford's Report. 

Washington, Nov. 10. — In his annual 
report, just made public, .-Vdmiral 
Bradford, chief of the bureau of equip- 
ment and repair of the navy depart- 
ment, takes occasion to renew his pro- 
test against the action of the depart- 
ment in substituting; a ii;iv:il con- 
structt>r for a line ottlccr at shii)l»uil(l- 
ing yards. A naval constructor, he 
says, Is a non-seagoing ottlcar. In- 
quiries as to the custom of the mer- 
chant marine in this ni.Tttor, the re- 
port says, show that the construction 
of meroliatit shiiw generally is super- 
vised by the most experienced master 
mariner and chief engineer In the em- 
ploy of the owner. It Is an anomaly 
to btilld a ship and prepar;' her for 
sea under I'.ie si;pervl«i(jn of a lands- 
man. The report does not touch on 
the question of additional coaling sta- 
tions or of wlreles telegraphy. 

Killed In a Collision. 
Huntington. W. Vs.. Nov. 10.— The 
Norfolk and Western fast express 
from Columbtis to Norfolk, Va.. had a 
head-end (•dllision with an extra 
freight near Williamson. Owing to a 
heavy fog the engineer of the passen- 
ger train failed to see the signal, snd 
when the collision occurred his train 
was nmninK nearly inili s an liour. 
John Snyder of Platisliurn. Va., ex- 
press messenger, was in^^tanfly killed. 
Tbe Injured are: Abe Jackson, engi- 
neer, and J. C. Eakins, fireman. They 
live In Kenova and each Is In a seri- 
ous condition. Tbe bairgage and mail 
car r.ini;l.t tire and Snyder's remains 
were burned to a crisp. 

Bankers' Train Wrecked. 
Cleveland, Nov. 10. — The Uig Four 
special train which left Cleveland 
with a party of Cleveland and north- 
ern Ohio 1 , -^inkers en route to the na- 
tional convention at New t)rleans was 
wrecked near MarysviUe, U. None of 
the passengers was injured. One train- 
man, known as "Oockey," a brake- 
man of Lorain, stealing a ride be- 
tween the tender and baggage car. 
was instantly killed. Seveml trslB* 
men were slightly hurt.
